Speed Limit Bill 
Passes Assembly, 
Goes To Gilligan 


COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP) — Go v . 
Jo h n J. Gilligan was ex p ected to sign 
Friday Oh io ’s new 55 miles p er h o u r 
sp eed Imit into law, making it effectiv e 
at o nce. 
Th ere were rep o rts Gilligan wo u ld 
sign th e bill to day , bu t h is news 
secretary . Bo b Tenenbau m, said th e 
signing wo u ld co me Friday instead. 
Th e max imu m sp eed o n Oh io ’s 
ex p ressway s, no w 70 miles an h o u r, 
and th o se o n state h igh way s at 6 0, bo th 
will be redu ced to 55 as req u ired u nder 
newly enacted federal energy co n­ 
serv atio n legislatio n. 
State rep resentativ es co mp leted 
legislativ e actio n o n th e emergency 
bill Wednesday , agreeing 70-17 to 
amendments by th e Senate wh ich 
bro u gh t tru ckers and au to driv ers 
u nder eq u al p enalty p ro v isio ns. 
Tru ckers, limited to 55 miles p er 
h o u r u nder ex isting law, co u ld o nly be 
fined $50 and wo u ld no t lo se two driv er 
p enalty p o ints u nder th e bill as it went 
to th e go v erno r. As p assed by th e 
Ho u se, p assenger car driv ers bu t no t 
tru ckers co u ld escap e lo ss o f p o ints fo r 
driv ing bey o nd 55. 
Alth o u gh th e bill beco mes law as 
so o n as Gilligan signs it, Dep artment 
o f Transp o rtatio n o fficials say it will 
be sev eral weeks befo re all th e h igh ­ 
way s in th e state h av e th e new sp eed 
limits p o sted. Th e signs h av e been in 
p rep aratio n fo r sev eral weeks. 
Mo to rists generally will be o n th eir 
o wn in o bserv ing th e 55 mile limit, bu t

William L. Calley Jr. is free to co me 
and go as h e p leases and to ch o o se 
fro m th o u sands o f civ ilian jo b o ffers. 
“I feel I co u ld be u sefu l to so ciety ,’’ 
th e 3 0-y ear-o ld o fficer to ld U.S. 
District Co u rt Ju dge J. Ro bert Ellio tt 
o n Wednesday befo re Ellio tt o rdered 
Calley freed o n $1,000 bo nd. 
Bu t 
th e 
sligh t, 
sandy -h aired 
lieu tenant was no t req u ired to p o st 
bo nd. He was released o n h is o wn 
reco gnizance. Th e Army said it h ad 
no t y et decided wh eth er to ap p eal El­ 
lio tt’s o rder. 
In admitting Calley to bo nd, Ellio tt 
said h e wo u ld h ear at a later date 
Calley ’s ch allenge o f a co u rt-martial 
v erdict wh ich fo u nd h im gu ilty o f 
mu rdering at least 22 civ ilians at My 
Lai in March 1968 du ring an Army 
sweep th ro u gh th e Vietnamese v illage. 
Calley was sentenced to life in 
p riso n, bu t th e term was su bseq u ently 
redu ced to 20 y ears. 
Th e ju dge said Calley sh o u ld be 
freed fro m h o u se arrest at h is ap art­ 
ment at nearby Ft. Benning becau se 


h e p resented no danger to h imself o r to 
so ciety . 
Calley left immediately u nder 
military esco rt fo r th e small red brick 
ap artment wh ere h e h as been co nfined 
fo r 35 mo nth s. 
A co u rt so u rce said Calley ch o se th e 
military esco rt becau se h e h ad 
receiv ed a th reat. Th e so u rce declined 
to elabo rate, h o wev er. 
Military gu ards were remo v ed fro m 
Calley ’s ap artment sh o rtly after h e 
arriv ed, bu t military p o lice co ntinu ed 
to circle th e blo ck in a jeep . 
Calley ’s girlfriend, Anne Mo o re, met 
h im at th e ap artment, wh ere h is first 
act o f freedo m was to ch ase h is do g, 
“Jo e,” in th e y ard. 
“Calley h as h ad literally th o u sands 
o f jo b o ffers, finding emp lo y ment 
wo n’t be any p ro blem,” said Cap t. J. 
Ho u sto n Go rdo n, Calley ’s Army 
co u nsel, after th e h earing. 
“Immediately I’v e go t to go back to 
sch o o l and I’m go ing to try to be self- 
emp lo y ed,” Calley to ld th e co u rt wh en 
h is atto rney asked h im to describe h is 
p lans fo r h is fu tu re. 
Calley to ld Ellio tt th at if bail were 


granted h e wo u ld liv e in th e Co lu mbu s 
area, alth o u gh Kenneth Hanso n, 
Calley ’s lo cal civ ilian atto rney , said 
th e y o u ng o fficer co u ld leav e th e city if 
h e wanted ev en th o u gh h e is still a 
military p riso ner p ending ap p eal. 
In Wash ingto n, an Army sp o kesman 
said Calley is no w free to co me and go 
as h e wish es and th at th ere is no 
req u irement th at h e rep o rt to h is su p e­ 
rio rs fo r assignment.

“I can’t co mment, I’m u nder a 
restraining o rder,” said Calley , 
smiling and ap p earing relax ed after 
th e 2^/ii-h o u r h earing.

Emp ero r Haile Selassie named a new 
p rime minister and granted bro ad 
military p ay raises to day in a mo v e to 
end an enlisted men’s rev o lt th at h as 
swep t Eth io p ia. 
Th e emp ero r, bro adcasting to th e 
natio n, said h e asked Endalkach ew 
Mako nnen to fo rm a new go v ernment. 
Mako nnen is a p o p u lar figu re and was 
minister o f teleco mmu nicatio ns. 
It ap p eared th at Eth io p ia’s 40,000- 
man military fo rces go t mo st o f wh at 
th ey wanted fo llo wing th ree day s o f 
no nv io lent rebellio n against th e 
go v ernment o f Aklilu Hap tewo ld wh ich 
resigned Wednesday after fo u r 
generals failed to nego tiate an end to 
th e mu tiny . Instead, th e rebels in 
Asmara, in no rth ern Eth io p ia, to o k 
th ree o f th e generals h o stage and sent 
th e fo u rth o ne back to Addis Ababa 
with new demands. 
Th e emp ero r said th e base p ay fo r 
p riv ates wo u ld be raised to ^6 a 
mo nth , fro m $50. Th e ceiling fo r 
p riv ates wo u ld be raised to $75, and 
o th er ranks wo u ld receiv e p ro p o rtio n­ 
ate increases. Th e dissidents h ad 
asked a base p ay o f $75 a mo nth . 
Th e 82-y ear-o ld emp ero r said no 
rep risals wo u ld be taken against th e 


rebels, and ap p ealed fo r calm. 
Th e go v ernment accu sed So malia, 
Eth io p ia’s neigh bo r to th e east and 
so u th east, o f massing tro o p s alo ng th e 
bo rder to inflame th e situ atio n. 
Military u nits fro m near Addis Ababa 
h eaded so u th and east, and o fficial 
so u rces rep o rted skirmish es between 
Eth io p ian so ldiers and So malis wh o 
cro ssed into Eth io p ia’s o il-bearing 
Ogaden desert. 
So malia h as lo ng claimed mo re th an 
a q u arter o f eastern Eth io p ia, mu ch o f 
it desert inh abited by no mads o f 
So mali tribes. 
Th e army mu tiny bro ke o u t o n 
Tu esday in Asmara, th e natio n’s 
seco nd largest city , amo ng th e 10,000- 
man 2nd Div isio n, wh o co nstitu te 
nearly a fo u rth o f th e army . It sp read 
Wednesday to th e nav y in Massawa, 
no rth o f Asmara, and th en to o th er 
army u nits in eastern Eth io p ia and th e 
air fo rce.

Speed Limit Bill 
Passes Assembly, 
Goes To Gilligan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan was expected to sign 
Friday Ohio’s new 55 miles per hour 
speed lmit into law, making it effective 
at once. 
There were reports Gilligan would 
sign the bill today, but his news 
secretary, Bob Tenenbaum, said the 
signing would come Friday instead. 
The maximum speed on Ohio’s 
expressways, now 70 miles an hour, 
and those on state highways at 60, both 
will be reduced to 55 as required under 
newly enacted federal energy con­ 
servation legislation. 
State representatives completed 
legislative action on the emergency 
bill Wednesday, agreeing 70-17 to 
amendments by the Senate which 
brought truckers and auto drivers 
under equal penalty provisions. 
Truckers, limited to 55 miles per 
hour under existing law, could only be 
fined $50 and would not lose two driver 
penalty points under the bill as it went 
to the governor. As passed by the 
House, passenger car drivers but not 
truckers could escape loss of points for 
driving beyond 55. 
Although the bill becomes law as 
soon as Gilligan signs it, Department 
of Transportation officials say it will 
be several weeks before all the high­ 
ways in the state have the new speed 
limits posted. The signs have been in 
preparation for several weeks. 
Motorists generally will be on their 
own in observing the 55 mile limit, but 
U.S., Egypt 
To Resume 
Relations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States and Egypt will announce 
resumption of full diplomatic relations 
today, 
according to 
diplomatic 
sources. 
The announcement will be made 
simultaneously in Cairo and the White 
House, the sources said. 
Secretary of State 
Henry A. 
Kissinger worked out the timing of the 
announcement after he arrived in 
Cnro earlier today to meet with 
Egyptian president Anwar Sadat, they 
said. 
Egypt broke diplomatic relations 
with the United States during the six- 
day Arab-Israeli war in 1967. 
However, low-level contacts were 
maintained in the form of interest 
sections housed in the embassies of 
other nations. 
The 
announcement 
that 
full 
diplomatic relations were being 
resumed came as no surprise since 
both nations previously indicated last 
year that such a move was planned. 
In fact, Egypt and the United States 
even designated the men who would 
assume full ambassadorial rank with 
the re-establishment 
of formal 
relations. 
The Egyptian ambassador is Ashraf 
Ghorbal. The American ambassador 
already in Cairo is Hermann Elits.

Orlett’s bill, as it went to the floor, 
called for outright repeal of the law 
and made the holder liable in the same 
manner as the seller during the life of 
the contract. A floor amendment that 
won 76-12 approval retained the law 
but extended the time during which a 
consumer can establish defense for 
nonpayment from 15 to 90 days. 
In other action, the House approved 
72-13 an emergency bill which permits 
Aid to Dependent Children payments 
to be made to a dependent youngster 
up to age 21 if he is enrolled in a college 
or vocational or technical training 
program. It now goes to the Senate. 
The House voted without dissent (85- 
0) to place on a statewide election 
ballot a proposal authorizing the 
legislature to extend homestead 
property tax exemptions to the totally 
and permanently handicapped. 
In its other business, the Senate sent 
to the House by a 23-8 vote a bill per­ 
mitting the State Board of Education 
to adopt minimum standards for 
public pre-kindergarten schools. Also 
approved by the Senate was a House 
bill authorizing the director of 
transportation to cooperate with 
Kentucky to pay off bonds freeing the 
bridge across the Ohio River at Port­ 
smouth from tolls. 
Eight new bills were introduced in 
the House and one in the Senate, the 
latter a measure that would reactivate 
the Ohio Navy Militia which went out 
of existence 33 years ago. 
Officers of the U.S. Navy Reserve 
would be enlisted to serve during 
floods and other emergencies along 
Ohio’s rivers and lakes, under the pro­ 
posal by Sen. Howard C. Cook, R-l 
Toledo, and Donald L. Woodland, D-16 
Columbus 
Among the new House bills was one 
by Rep. William E. Hinig, D-96 New 
Philadelphia, 
increasing 
the 
maximum amount of grants to public 
and private school students under the 
Instructional Grant Program. Annual 
grants for students of private schools 
would be hiked from $1,320 to $1,650 a 
year and these in public schools from 
$570 to $720. 


Energy Bill Veto Set 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon said today he will veto the 
emergency energy legislation which 
passed Congress Wednesday. 
Nixon said the bill with its provision 
for rolling back crude oil prices “will 
result in longer gas lines and would 
lead to compulsory rationing. And that 
we’re not going to have.” 
The action had been expected and 
was announced by the President in a 
speech to a Young Republican group in 
Washington. 
Gas Shortage

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Energy Office predicts the gasoline 
shortage will be as tight at midyear as 
it is now, but service station lines 
should be shorter. 
John C. Sawhill, 
deputy 
ad­ 
ministrator of the FEO, told senators 
W ednesday that he expects the 
shortage to become more evenly 
distributed across the country. 
Sawhill noted that it was only this 
month that FEO began trying to get 
state-by-state compilations of gasoline 
supplies and to re-allocate gasoline 
from well-off states to harder-hit ones. 
The FEO official also announced 
rules changes aimed at giving oil 
companies greater incentives to im­ 
port crude oil. 
The regulation FEO is taking steps 
to change says refiners who have more 
crude oil than the national average 
have to share it with those who have 
less. 
Sawhill said this has produced lower 
incentives for importers and refiners 
and has contributed to gasoline 
changes on the East Coast. 
Sawhill said that if the Arab oil 
embargo continues, the gasoline 
shortage in the next quarter will be 
about the same as the current 15 to 20 
per cent. If Arab oil starts flowing 
again, the U.S. shortage within 90 days 
would be 4 to 8 per cent, he added. 
Sawhill said the shorter gasoline 
lines he expects will make rationing 
unnecessary.

The House sent the bill to the White 
House Wednesday, but the 258-to-151 
margin of final passage was short of 
the two-thirds majority needed to 
override a presidential veto. 
House Republican leaders predicted 
the expected veto would stand, 
although Sen. Henry M. Jackson, El- 
Wash., said he was confident the Sen­ 
ate would vote to override. A two- 
thirds majority in both houses is 
required to overturn a presidential 
veto. 
The bill’s 
most controversial 
provision is an oil pricerollback. 
This would reduce the price of 
gasoline at the pump by up to four 
cents a gallon and cut soaring propane 
prices in half, according to figures 
produced by the House Commerce 
Committee. 
But Nixon said at his Monday night

The bill would give Nixon the power

Colley Wins Freedom 
On Own Recognizance 


COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) - For the 
first time in nearly three years, LL 
William L. Calley Jr. is free to come 
and go as he pleases and to choose 
from thousands of civilian job offers. 
“I feel I could be useful to society,” 
the 30-year-old officer told U.S. 
District Court Judge J. Robert Elliott 
on Wednesday before Elliott ordered 
Calley freed on $1,000 bond. 
But 
the 
slight, 
sandy-haired 
lieutenant was not required to post 
bond. He was released on his own 
recognizance. The Army said it had 
not yet decided whether to appeal El­ 
liott’s order. 
In admitting Calley to bond, Elliott 
said he would hear at a later date 
Calley’s challenge of a court-martial 
verdict which found him guilty of 
murdering at least 22 civilians at My 
Lai in March 1968 during an Army 
sweep through the Vietnamese village. 
Calley was sentenced to life in 
prison, but the term was subsequently 
reduced to 20 years. 
The judge said Calley should be 
freed from house arrest at his apart­ 
ment at nearby Ft. Benning because 


he presented no danger to himself or to 
society. 
Calley left immediately under 
military escort for the small red brick 
apartment where he has been confined 
for 35 months. 
A court source said Calley chose the 
military escort because he had 
received a threat. The source declined 
to elaborate, however. 
Military guards were removed from 
Calley’s apartment shortly after he 
arrived, but military police continued 
to circle the block in a jeep. 
Calley’s girlfriend, Anne Moore, met 
him at the apartment, where his first 
act of freedom was to chase his dog, 
“Joe,” in the yard. 
“Calley has had literally thousands 
of job offers, finding employment 
won’t be any problem,” said Capt. J. 
Houston Gordon, Calley’s Army 
counsel, after the hearing. 
“Immediately I’ve got to go back to 
school and I’m going to try to be self­ 
employed,” Calley told the court when 
his attorney asked him to describe his 
plans for his future. 
Calley told Elliott that if bail were 


granted he would live in the Columbus 
area, although Kenneth Hanson, 
Calley’s local civilian attorney, said 
the young officer could leave the city if 
he wanted even though he is still a 
military prisoner pending appeal. 
In Washington, an Army spokesman 
said Calley is now free to come and go 
as he wishes and that there is no 
requirement that he report to his supe­ 
riors for assignment. 
Calley 
declined to talk 
with 
newsmen after the hearing. 
“I can’t comment, I’m under a 
restraining order,” said Calley, 
smiling and appearing relaxed after 
the 2^-hour hearing. 
Miss Moore, in her late 20s, told the 
court that Callev is not hostile or bitter 
despite his long confinement. Asked by 
newsmen if she had discussed 
marriage plans with Calley, she 
replied with a smile, “I’m not going to 
tell you.”

JERUSALEM (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger flew to Cairo 
today while 
Israel drew up its 
proposals for a 
disengagement 
agreement with Syria.

saluted 
Kissinger’s efforts Wednesday night 
after he brought her a list of Israeli 
prisoners of war held in Syria. Israel 
had demanded the list as a condition 
for disengagement negotiations, and 
Mrs. Meir said Israel now was 
prepared to start bargaining. 
Despite his diplomatic breakthrough 
in opening the way for disengagement 
talks, Kissinger did not expect the 
Arabs to lift their oil embargo against 
the United States and the Netherlands 
immediately, his aides disclosed. They 
said the secretary felt “in his bones” 
that the boycott would last at least an­ 
other few days. 
Kissinger flew to Cairo to get the 
assent of President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt to continuation of the buffer role 
of United Nations forces between the 
Israeli and Egyptian armies in the 
Sinai desert. The Security Council 
mandate for the U.N. force now ex­ 
tends only until April 24. 


The secretary of state also hoped to 
advance the restoration of U.S.- 
Egyptian relations to full diplomatic 
status.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) — 
Emperor Haile Selassie named a new 
prime minister and granted broad 
military pay raises today in a move to 
end an enlisted men’s revolt that has 
swept Ethiopia. 
The emperor, broadcasting to the 
nation, said he asked Endalkachew 
Makonnen to form a new government. 
Makonnen is a popular figure and was 
minister of telecommunications. 
It appeared that Ethiopia’s 40,000- 
man military forces got most of what 
they wanted following three days of 
nonviolent rebellion against the 
government of Aklilu Haptewold which 
resigned Wednesday after four 
generals failed to negotiate an end to 
the mutiny. Instead, the rebels in 
Asmara, in northern Ethiopia, took 
three of the generals hostage and sent 
the fourth one back to Addis Ababa 
with new demands. 
The emperor said the base pay for 
privates would be raised to $56 a 
month, from $50. The ceiling for 
privates would be raised to $75, and 
other ranks would receive proportion­ 
ate increases. The dissidents had 
asked a base pay of $75 a month. 
The 82-year-old emperor said no 
reprisals would be taken against the 


rebels, and appealed for calm. 
The government accused Somalia, 
Ethiopia’s neighbor to the east and 
southeast, of massing troops along the 
border to inflame the situation. 
Military units from near Addis Ababa 
headed south and east, and official 
sources reported skirmishes between 
Ethiopian soldiers and Somalis who 
crossed into Ethiopia’s oil-bearing 
Ogaden desert. 
Somalia has long claimed more than 
a quarter of eastern Ethiopia, much of 
it desert inhabited by nomads of 
Somali tribes. 
The army mutiny broke out on 
Tuesday in Asmara, the nation’s 
second largest city, among the 10,000- 
man 2nd Division, who constitute 
nearly a fourth of the army. It spread 
Wednesday to the navy in Massa wa, 
north of Asmara, and then to other 
army units in eastern Ethiopia and the 
air force. 
The rebels seized key buildings in 
Asmara and military installations 
elsewhere, but only one incident of 
violence was reported so far. Some 
fighting was reported when the rebels 
took over the air force headquarters at 
Debre Zeit, 20 miles from Addis 
Ababa.

NEW YORK — And now the good 
news. Jack Valenti, p resid ent of the 
Mo tio n 
Pictu re 
Asso ciatio n 
of 
America, has asked what’s left of the 
U.S. filmmakers to stop trip p ing 
horses, sticking bu lls, shooting cp y otes 
and mistreating d ogs and cats. 
In a memo to the ind u stry , Valenti 
began with a comp liment which a 
great many animal lov ers may find 
startling: 
“Fo r d ecad es the motion p ictu re 
ind u stry ’s sy stem of self-regu lation 
has embraced the p rincip le that 
animals shall be hu manely treated on 
and off camera d u ring p rod u ction. 
“The reco rd ov er the y ears — and 
tod ay — is highly commend able. It is 
the ex cep tion and not the ru le when 
animals inv olv ed in films are misu sed 
or killed for the sake of ‘reality ’ in a 
p ictu re.” 
Swiftly shifting gears, Valenti 
continu ed : 
“In mo re recent times (Ed . Note: 
More recent than to d ay ?) d ep artu res 
by a few from this p rincip le of 
hu m aneness hav e su llied the in­ 
d u stry ’s reco rd . Cru elty to animals 
shou ld be av oid ed so that it might be 
said of ev ery motion p ictu re: ‘No 
animal was cru elly treated or killed in 
making this film.’” 
Another fast shift: 
“The p ro gram I am su ggesting is 
v o lu ntary . Each filmmaker makes his 
own choice. The only comp u lsion is 
ind iv id u al co nscience. . . ” 
Well, that takes care of that. 
Ap p ealing to the conscience of the 
av erage p ictu re-maker tod ay is an 
ex ercise in fu tility that p asseth 
d elineation. 
So may be we’ll soon be seeing a new 
set of ratings. Su ch as ATK for 
Animals Treated Kind ly , or OTHKICC, 
meaning Only Ten Horses Killed in 
Cav alry Charge. Or BBHK, Blood by 
Heinz’s Ketchu p . 
Valenti’s memo had something for 
ev ery bo d y , inclu d ing animal trainers 
who make a liv ing renting the stu d ios 
ev ery kind of beast fro m aard v arks to 
zebras. 
“This p olicy (or hu mane treatment) 
shou ld resu lt in no d iminu tion in the 
u se of animals or their emp loy ment in 
way s that wou ld create the necessary 
ap p earance of reality on the screen, 
“Valenti wrote. “I am informed that 
trained animals are av ailable which 
can p erfo rm with realism and withou t 
d anger of inju ry or d eath.” 
That mu st be the horse who feigns a 
back so mersau lt off Pike’s Peak. Or 
gets hit by all the bu llets that miss 
John Way ne. 
Any way , it’s a good try on Valenti’s 
p art. Mov ies can now co ncentrate on 
killing p eop le.

—Ind iv id u al co ntribu tio ns will be 
limited to no mo re than $3,000 each for 
the p rimary and general elections. 
—The co mmittee will not sp end 
mo re than fiv e cents times the 
p op u lation of the state for the p rimary 
election, $500,000, and 10 cents times 
the p op u lation for the general election, 
$1 million.

The q u estions y ou raise are of ex ­ 
treme imp o rtance to a great many 
p eop le who, too, are confu sed abo u t the 
effect of tobacco and alcohol on the 
heart and the circu lato ry sy stem. 
First, let me emp hasize the fact that 
smoking tobacco is u nd ou bted ly one of 
the lead ing cau ses of heart, lu ng, 
circu lato ry d iseases, and cancer. 
Tox ins in tobacco co nstrict, or 
narro w, large and small blood v essels, 
thu s d ep riv ing organs of ad eq u ate 
blood and ox y gen. 
The tiny co ro nary arteries that bring 
blood to the heart mu scle itself cannot 
alway s withstand a d ecrease in the 
blood su p p ly . Heart attacks freq u ently 
resu lt. 
Alcohol in large q u antities can be 
tox ic to the heart. In smaller q u an­ 
tities, whiskey can be resp onsible for a 


slight increase in the blood flow 
throu gh the co ronary arteries. Herein 
lies the answer to some of the con­ 
fu sion that ex ists. 
To rep eat, small amo u nts of alcohol 
may increase the blood su p p ly and 
stimu late circu lato ry activ ity .

No Violence To Animals 


NEW YORK — And now the good 
news. Jack Valenti, president of the 
Motion 
Picture 
Association 
of 
America, has asked what’s left of the 
U.S. filmmakers to stop tripping 
horses, sticking bulls, shooting coyotes 
and mistreating dogs and cats. 
In a memo to the industry, Valenti 
began with a compliment which a 
great many animal lovers may find 
startling: 
“For decades the motion picture 
industry’s system of self-regulation 
has embraced the principle that 
animals shall be humanely treated on 
and off camera during production. 
“The record over the years — and 
today — is highly commendable. It is 
the exception and not the rule when 
animals involved in films are misused 
or killed for the sake of ‘reality’ in a 
picture.’’ 
Swiftly shifting gears, Valenti 
continued: 
“In more recent times (Ed. Note: 
More recent than today?) departures 
by a few from this principle of 
humaneness have sullied the in­ 
dustry’s record. Cruelty to animals 
should be avoided so that it might be 
said of every motion picture: ‘No 
animal was cruelly treated or killed in 
making this film.’” 
Another fast shift: 
“The program I am suggesting is 
voluntary. Each filmmaker makes his 
own choice. The only compulsion is 
individual conscience. . . ” 
Well, that takes care of that. 
Appealing to the conscience of the 
average picture-maker today is an 
exercise in futility that passeth 
delineation. 
So maybe we’ll soon be seeing a new 
set of ratings. Such as ATK for 
Animals Treated Kindly, or OTHKICC, 
meaning Only Ten Horses Killed in 
Cavalry Charge. Or BBHK, Blood by 
Heinz’s Ketchup. 
Valenti’s memo had something for 
everybody, including animal trainers 
who make a living renting the studios 
every kind of beast from aardvarks to 
zebras. 
“This policy (or humane treatment) 
should result in no diminution in the 
use of animals or their employment in 
ways that would create the necessary 
appearance of reality on the screen, 
“Valenti wrote. “I am informed that 
trained animals are available which 
can perform with realism and without 
danger of injury or death.” 
That must be the horse who feigns a 
back somersault off Pike’s Peak. Or 
gets hit by all the bullets that miss 
John Wayne. 
Anyway, ifs a good try on Valenti’s 
part. Movies can now concentrate on 
killing people.

$1.5 Million 
To Be Sent 
For Gilligon 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan will spend $1.5 million 
in his campaign for re-election in 1974, 
and every penny received and spent 
will be reported, his chief campaign 
official said today. 
Eugene O’Grady, Gilligan’s cam­ 
paign chairman, said $500,000 will be 
spent on the May primary, and $1 
million for the general election in 
November. 


“All contributions from a penny up 
will be reported,” O’Grady said. “Any 
anonymous donation will be given to 
charity.” 
He made the statements at a news 
conference to outline Gilligan’s 
campaign finance guidelines. 
O’Grady called the guidelines a 
strict set of rules. 
He said campaign statements will be 
made before and after each election, 
and will be filed with the Ohio 
secretary of state and with Common 
Cause, a public interest lobby group. 


The guidelines are: 
—Establishment of a single political 
and finance 
committee, 
called 
“Ohioans for Gilligan.” O’Grady said 
the committee will receive all con­ 
tributions, make all expenditures and 
account and report for all of them. 
—Disclosure of all campaign con­ 
tributions and expenditures before and 
after each election. 
—Cash contributions of more than 
$100 will not be accepted from any 
individual or committee. 
—Individual contributions will be 
limited to no more than $3,000 each for 
the primary and general elections. 
—The committee will not spend 
more than five cents times the 
population of the state for the primary 
election, $500,000, and IO cents times 
the population for the general election, 
$1 million. 


O’Grady said the campaign com­ 
mittee has $140,000 in the till at this 
time. 
He said the first campaign finance 
report will be made sometime early in 
April. He added that no exact date has 
been set.

Since my husband gave up smoking 
tobacco because of a circulation 
problem he has been drinking more 
alcohol than I think is good for him. 
He insists that he read or that 
someone told him that alcohol is good 
for the heart and it helps the blood 
circulation. 
I find that I worry more about the 
alcohol than I did about tobacco. Some 
wives just can’t win. 
Mrs. B.N., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
The questions you raise are of ex­ 
treme importance to a great many 
people who, too, are confused about the 
effect of tobacco and alcohol on the 
heart and the circulatory system. 
First, let me emphasize the fact that 
smoking tobacco is undoubtedly one of 
the leading causes of heart, lung, 
circulatory diseases, and cancer. 
Toxins in tobacco constrict, or 
narrow, large and small blood vessels, 
thus depriving organs of adequate 
blood and oxygen. 
The tiny coronary arteries that bring 
blood to the heart muscle itself cannot 
always withstand a decrease in the 
blood supply. Heart attacks frequently 
result. 
Alcohol in large quantities can be 
toxic to the heart. In smaller quan­ 
tities, whiskey can be responsible for a 


slight increase in the blood flow 
through the coronary arteries. Herein 
lies the answer to some of the con­ 
fusion that exists. 
To repeat, small amounts of alcohol 
may increase the blood supply and 
stimulate circulatory activity. Large 
quantities 
of 
alcohol 
can 
be 
detrimental to blood circulation. 
Dr. Richard J. Bing, director of 
cardiology at Huntington Memorial 
Hospital in Pasadena, Calif., wrote in 
the excellent medical magazine, 
Consultant, “The biochemical effects 
of alcohol on the heart muscle are 
pronounced.” 
In a complex scientific explanation 
Dr. Bing points out the toxic damage of 
alcohol on the liver, the heart and the 
entire vascular system. 
Because your husband was mature 
enough to accept the Surgeon 
General’s warning that tobacco is 
dangerous to the health should not 
induce him to substitute another toxic 
poison. 
Moderation in the amount of alcohol 
he takes may be the key to his good 
health. 
Such a compromise with alcohol is 
possible. There is, however, no such 
compromise with the use of tobacco 
which, even in small quantities, is 
distinctly hazardous. 
Rhodes M ay Talk 
With KSU Jury 
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CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Justice 
Department attorneys still aren’t 
saying whether former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes will be called to testify before 
the federal grand jury investigating 
the 1970 Kent State University 
shootings. 
Rhodes’ former chief aide, John 
McElroy, said Wednesday that Rhodes 
would prefer having a chance to 
testify. McElroy told newsmen after 
appearing before the grand jury 
Wednesday he couldn’t testify about 
many of Rhodes’ actions in May, 1970, 
because the governor dealt directly 
with most of the officials involved. 
It was McElroy who drew up the 
proclamation issued by Rhodes to 
order Ohio National Guard (ONG) 
troops to the campus May 2,1970, after 
the Army Reserve Officers Training 
Corps was burned by antiwar 
demonstrators. 
Two days later, four students were 
shot to death and nine were wounded in 
a confrontation with guardsmen. 
McElroy said jurors asked him for 
memorandums he wrote concerning 
the Kent State incident, but he said he 
had thrown them away. 
“I once had a voluminous file,” he 
said, but “when a memorandum lost 
its usefulness, I threw it away.” 
Also called to testify were Col. 
Robert Maxwell, the military support 
officer for the ONG, and Brig. Gen. 
Gordon Peltier of Columbus, who said 
he wrote the guard’s official report on 
the Kent State incident. 
Peltier said he spent 3 Mt hours before 
the jury in a session that lasted until 
7:30 p.m. Peltier, who now is com­

He walked away from the foster 
home last Nov. 2, police reported. 
Anthony, who was chairman of the 
Kucko-Anthony-Hecker funeral home, 
and his wife were found dead early 
Wednesday in Perkins Woods Park in 
Akron. Police, acting on a telephoned 
tip, found the bodies face down in the 
snow. Anthony held a rosary, and a 
crucifix was found near his wife’s 
body, police said. 
Both had been shot in the back of the 
head, police reported. 
Detectives said the couple were 
believed to have been abducted from a 
shopping center and driven to the 
park. 
Police said the couple’s car later was 
believed to have been used in an armed 
robbery at a carryout drive-in. 
The car was found Wednesday 
morning in a driveway near the home 
of Bayless* mother, Mrs. Bernice 
Bayless, police reported. 
Detective Joseph Thomas said he 
found Bayless in an attic of the home

Breaking Records

Records are made to be broken and 
Ohio fishermen have been doing just 
that with surprising consistency in 
recent years. 
Twenty-four record-setting fish have 
been caught in Ohio since 1965, the last 
year in which no state record was rec­ 
ognized in any of the categories listed. 
Three records were established in 
1973 following a banner year in 1972 
when eight fish topped the largest 
specimens ever documented in their 
categories. 
The state’s record fish list is com­ 
piled by the Outdoor Writers Of Ohio, 
Inc., (OWO), an organization of 
professional 
writers 
and 
photographers who cover the outdoor 
scene. 
Over the years it has become more 
and more difficult to achieve records 
in Ohio. 
OWO recognizes only the largest fisn 
ever recorded in Ohio in each of 33 
species divisions. Record fish in some 
divisions are pushing the upper weight 
limits that biologists expect Ohio 
species to attain in those categories. 
The outdoor writers also have 
tightened up rules by which new 
records are recognized in hook-and- 
line and bowfishing divisions. 
Formerly, weight was the sole basis 
for judging. Now fish are scored ac­ 
cording to a formula that awards 
points for both weight and length. 
Applications must be filed on an 
official form within six months of the 
catch. A close-up photo of the fish must 
accompany the entry and potential 
record fish must be kept frozen for 
inspection if necessary. Two witnesses 
must verify the weigh-in and sign the 
application form. 
Ed Bair of Findlay is current 
chairman of OWO’s record fish 
committee which consists of three 
members who vote on each ap­ 
plication.

MIAMI BEACH (AP) - If only 
agreeing on a contract with the players 
were as easy as writing a new one for 
the commissioner. 
National Football League owners, 
who’ll be facing one of their toughest 
financial battles in years when they 
start negotiating with the Players’ 
Association next month, sprung a bit of 
a surprise Wednesday as their annual 
winter meetings began grinding to a 
close. 
The major subjects of Super Bowls, 
expansion and rule changes out of the 
way, the talk was turning toward more 
trivial matters when I^amar Hunt, 
owner of the Kansas City Chiefs and 
president of the American Conference, 
interrupted the news briefing and 
announced that the owners had torn up 
Commissioner Pete Rozeele’s contract 
and given him a new one. 
It’s a 10-year pact “ at a substantial 
increase in salary,’’ which extends 
through 198 2. 
Rozelle had been 
working under a 10-year contract 
which was to expire in 1978 . The new 
pact is sort of a pre-birthday present. 
Rozelle will be 48 on Friday. 
He has been commissioner of the 
NFL since Jan. 26, 1960, when he 
succeeded the late Bert Bell. It was a 
13-team league then, growing to 16 by 
1969, then ballooning to the current 26 
the next year with the merger with the 


old 
American 
Football 
League. 
Rozelle figures the NFL eventually 
will grow to 32 teams. 
It’s likely to become 28 for the 1975 
season. The prime subject here — 
beyond keeping Super Bowl IX in New 
Orleans — was expansion. Although 
the owners put off, at least until late 
April, the awarding of franchises, they 
did cut the field of candidate cities 
from 24 to five — Seattle, Honolulu, 
Memphis, Phoenix and Tampa, Fla. 
By Wednesday, though, the talk was 
down to the light housekeeping — 
tossing around ideas on rule changes, 
committee reports, television ratings 
and the like. The meetings are ex­ 
pected to end this afternoon. 
Rozelle, after sitting in on Com­ 
petition Committee presentations to

CLEARWATER, Fla. (A P )- The 
Philadelphia Phillies, still lacking a 
consistent offense, thin in starting 
pitchers, and crying for power, will 
have trouble vacating the cellar this 
baseball season in the National League 
East. 
Second-year Manager Danny Ozark 
has a lot of problems, including con­ 
cern about lasting the season himself, 
if the Phillies don’t get off to a re­ 
spectable start. 


Ozark knows that the pitching staff 
could begin and end with Steve 
Carlton, the lefthander who won 27 
games and the Cy Young Award in 
1972, and then lost 20 while capturing 
only 13 last year. 


Let’s look at the Phillies by position: 
Pitching—Almost everyone feels 
that Carlton will come back and win 20 
games in 1974. He reported in excellent 
condition and the determination to 
prove that last season was just one of 
those years. After Carlton, you get to 
right-hander Jim I^onborg, a 13-16 
pitcher in 1973, apparently capable of 
doing as least as well this season.

second-year hurler Dick Ruthven, 6-9, 
and rookies Roy Thomas, a 17-game 
winner in the minors, and Erskine 
Thomason, who won 12 in Class A ball.

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Nixon Alternates 
Stand With Solons 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon is taking turns talking tough and 
then 
tenderly to the 
Democratic 
Congress. The pattern is going to 
continue, says his chief lobbyist. 
Nixon talked tough at a news 
conference Monday about vetoing 
energy legislation. 
Then Tuesday he met with Casper 
W. Weinberger, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, and directed 
him to echo the President’s wrath 
about progress on pending education 
and health insurance bills. 
W einberger cam e from Nixon’s 
office to a White House news briefing, 
where he berated a Senate committee 
as irresponsible on education legisla­ 
tion and chided a House panel for 
inaction on health insurance. 
Wednesday, it was back to the more 
conciliatory mood of Nixon’s Jan. 30 
State of the Union message. This time 
he sent Peter J. Brennan, his labor 
secretary, out from an Oval Office 
m eeting to speak soothingly of 
cooperation 
on 
minimum 
wage 
legislation, despite evident differences 
between 
the 
White 
House 
and 
Congress. 
William E. Timmons, head of the 
seven-man White House congressional 


liaison staff, said in an interview that 
when other recommendations go to 
Congress in the weeks ahead, “ there 
will be a conciliatory, cooperative tone 
in those m essages.” 
“ But this doesn’t mean that if 
Congress fails to act on his initiatives 
or sticks him with bad legislation that 
he’ll roll over and play dead,” Tim­ 
mons said. 
“ If by summer there has been no 
responsible action on the President’s 
proposals, he’ll call attention to that.” 
But Timmons doesn’t want to sound 
like he’s making threats: “ I’m still 
optimistic we can get legislation.” 
The harshest words may come on 
emergency energy legislation passed 
by the House Wednesday and now 
headed for an expected presidential 
veto. 
“ The bill is unworkable and un­ 
manageable,” said Timmons. He said 
energy measures rate top priority in 
domestic legislation. 
With the public complaining about 
long gasoline lines and congressional 
Democrats increasingly berating the 
administration’s energy policy, more 
hot words are likely from the White 
House as the next entry in the tough- 
tender talk pattern of 1974. 
Congressional Pay 
Boosts In Doubt 


WASHINGTON (AP) — On paper it 
looked fine: a system of regular 
congressional pay raises, with no need 
for politically troublesome Senate and 
House votes to boost the salaries of 
members. 
But that plan has come apart. As a 
result, congressional pay may stay at 
$42,500 a year, even though most mem­ 
bers would like more. While the out­ 
come is not yet clear, a similar raise 
for judges and top administration 
officials may be blocked, too. 
If there is one thing a politician can 
do without, it is an election-year vote to 
increase his own salary. It can be a 
made-to-order issue for a November 
election rival, particularly with the 
economy troubled and with signs that 
Court 
Upholds 
Ruling 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Supreme Court Wednesday let stand 
lower court orders closing a Toledo 
theater, Westwood, for one year for 
showing the film, “ Without a Stitch.” 
It modified a Sixth District Court of 
Appeals decision to limit confiscation 
of box office receipts to the net rather 
than the gross taken in after an in­ 
junction was issued against the film. 
The Lucas County Common Pleas 
Court handed down the injunction 
Sept. 16, 1970, but let the theater 
remain open pending appeals. 
Both the appellate court and the 
Supreme Court said it was in error to 
do so. 
In addition to being closed as a 
nuisance, the theater was taxed $300 
under the original order and must turn 
over net receipts taken after the in­ 
junction to the county treasurer’s 
office. 
The complaint against the film was 
filed by Clark L. Ewing of Sylvania. 
Bogus Paper 
ire Folds 
Emp 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)—A father 
and son from Akron who built a bogus 
paper em pire were convicted in 
federal court Wednesday of 20 counts 
of mail fraud. 
Henry D. Stull, 52, and Henry Stull 
Jr., 31, were sentenced to five years in 
prison and a $1,000 fine on each count. 
Judge Ben C. Green suspended the 
terms on IO counts and allowed the 
others to run concurrently. 
The prosecution showed that from 
September 1970 to March 1971, the 
Stulls ordered thousands of dollars in 
merchandise using the name of the 
now-defunct 
Independent 
Sales 
Company. The merchandise then was 
sent to a warehouse where it was 
picked up and auctioned off. 
The Stulls went into bankruptcy in 
1971 after more than 450 creditors 
claimed the pair owed them $467,000. 


South Vietnamese 
Launch Attack 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Hundreds of South Vietnamese troops 
spearheaded by an armored column 
launched a two-prong offensive 25 
miles northeast of Saigon today, field 
reports said. 
Military sources said the purpose of 
the drive is to secure territory from the 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong, who 
have cut all major highways con­ 
necting Saigon with the provinces to 
the north. 
Meanwhile, the Viet Cong charged 
the South V ietnam ese a ir force 
harassed three helicopters of the 
International Commission of Control 
and Supervision north of Saigon and 
forced them to turn back from Loc 
Ninh, 75 miles north of Saigon, where 
an ICCS team was to observe the 
release of prisoners by the Saigon side.

President Nixon proposed the pay 
raise, 7.5 per cent a year, to boost 
congressional pay to $52,800 in 1976. 
The package includes similar 22.5 per 
cent, three-year raises for the 
judiciary and for executive branch 
appointees, some 10,000 people in all. 
It is all part of a system created in 
1967. Under that law, a nine-member 
advisory commission examines the 
congressional, executive and judicial 
pay structure every four years, and 
recommends any changes it deems 
warranted. 
In turn, the President makes his 
recommendation, effective in 30 days 
unless either branch of Congress votes 
to reject it. In this case, the deadline is 
March 6 of a congressional election 
year, and a rejection vote appears 
likely. 
When the commission plan was 
enacted, everybody seemed insulated, 
Congress by the presidential judgment 
as to what its salary level should be, 
and the President by the guidance of 
the 
salary 
com m ission 
recom ­ 
mendations. 
Actually, the current commission 
voted 7 to 2 for an immediate 25 per 
cent pay raise, emphasizing the need 
for higher pay to attract and keep 
federal judges and top civil servants. 
Nixon recommended somewhat less 
and spread it over three years, noting 
that the government has been asking 
private industry employes to forego 
big increases. 
All Congress had to do was nothing, 
and the raise would have taken effect. 
But there was pressure for a vote, par­ 
ticularly among senators who are 
going to be candidates in November. 
The result could be rejection of the 
whole package, although a formula 
awaiting Senate action would drop 
only the congressional raise. 
Statistically, if not politically, there 
are strong arguments for the increase. 
The officials involved have not had a 
raise since 1969. In that period, as one 
House member noted, civil service 
employes have had raises totaling 36.5 
per cent, average wages in com­ 
parable private employment have 
gone up 28 per cent, and the cost of liv­ 
ing has increased 28.4 per cent. Having 
offered those figures, the congressman 
announced his opposition to any pay 
raise. 
The package pay plan has created 
another problem since, by law, the top 
civil service salary cannot exceed the 
bottom pay rung for appointed of­ 
ficials. That has stalled salaries for 
career government executives at 
$36,000 a year, and has some bosses 
and subordinates at the same pay 
level.

Balloonist Still Lost

Canary Islands (AP) — Spanish news 
agencies say a weather balloon or an 
optical illusion may have been respon­ 
sible for a flurry of reports Wednesday 
that m issing Am erican balloonist 
Thomas Gatch Jr. had been sighted. 
The Cifra and Europa Press agen­ 
cies had reported that thousands of 
people saw Catch’s balloon about 8 
a.m. over the Oratava valley, on the 
island of Tenerife. 
The reports said the balloon, 
described as both 
blue and rose 
colored, was heading south-southwest 
at 3,000 to 9,000 feet. 
But government authorities, police 
and communications stations in the 
Canaries denied receiving an official 
report of the sighting and no search 
was launched. The islands are about 
150 miles off the northwest coast of 
Africa. 
Gatch, a 47-year-old retired colonel 


from Alexandria, Va. lifted off from 
Harrisburg, Pa. on Feb. 18 in an at­ 
tempt to be the first person to cross the 
Atlantic in a balloon. He had a 10-day 
food supply for the trip, which he 
expected to last two to five days.

Shoemaker Opposes 
Gun Legislation 


In commenting on gun control laws 
that 
is 
now 
pending 
before 
the 
legislature, Rep. Myrl H. Shoemaker 
(D-House District 88) announced today 
that he was strongly opposed to any 
attempt to enact gun registration laws 
or outlaw the sale of firearms to our 
citizens. 


In voicing his opposition to the 
registration and sale of firearms, 
Shoemaker stated, 
“ Many of the 
proposals in this field have included 
such schemes as the fingerprinting 
and 
photographing 
of 
firearm 
registrants. I feel that such a program 
would constitute a serious invasion of 
privacy and a threat to individual 
freedom.” Shoemaker also pointed 
out, that in view of the fourth amend­ 
ment guarantee of the right to bear 
arm s, the constitutionality of a 
com prehensive firearm s sale and 
registration law could be seriously 
questioned.

not opposed to all forms of gun control. 
The Representative noted that the 
107th General Assembly had passed a 
bill strictly controlling the sale and 
ownership of saw ed-off shotguns 
without a dissenting vote in either 
house. 
Shoem aker voiced support for 
legislation designed to keep guns out of 
the hands of convicted felons, drug 
addicts, alcoholics, and those not 
m entally competent to exercise 
responsible ownership of firearms. 
Rep. Shoem aker concluded his 
remarks by stating that there were 
millions of law abiding, responsible 
owners of firearms in the United 
States, who used their guns for hunting 
and sport. He feared that these people 
would bear the burden imposed by sale 
and gun registration, while those who 
intended to use their guns for illegal 
purposes would certainly not hesitate 
to disobey the registration laws. The 
representative felt that one possible 
solution to the problem would be to 
drastically increase the penalties for 
any crime wherein a firearm is used, 
in order to deter their illegal use by the 
criminal element.
